A new life of Mtcaulty bj Charles H. 


Jones elotei with » chapter on the 
great historian's "Qualities u a writer," 
in which are presented some interest- 
ing and diverse opinion*. Lord Chief 
justice Cockbnrn said of Maoaolay's 
style: "I feel too often compelled to 
curse and swear at his words and the 
structure of his composition: As a cor- 
rnpter of style, he is more dangerous to 
the young than Gibbon. His seductive 
powers greater; his defects worse." 
Leslie Stephen says of Macanlay: "His 
sentences are monotonous and mechan- 
ical. His paragraphs are rather aggre- 
gates of independent atoms than pos- 
sessed of an organic unity." Maoaolay 
himself was not aware that his style 
was open to question. He says: "My 
manner is, I wink, and the world think, 
on the whole a good one; but it is very 
near to a bad manner indeed, and these 
characteristics or my style which are 
most easily copied are the most ques- 
tionable." Professor Seely has lately 
criticised Macaulay severely, became 
he made history picturesque and inter- 
esting. The author of this new life of 
Macaulay comments on the conflicting 
opinions concerning his style as fol- 
lows: "The distinctive merits and de- 
fects are merely obverse and reverse as- 
pects of one and the same quality. The 
association between seeing clearly and 
seeing narrowly is a well-nigh universal 
law of the human mind; and the unde- 
niable narrowness of Mooanlay's view 
was doe neither to willful blindness 
nor yet to defect of visiun, but to tbe 
preternatural vividness with which he 
saw whatever he happened at the mo- 
ment to be looking at. Any object or 
event or quality which he set himself 
to contemplate is illuminated as with an 
electric light, and amid the dastling 
brilliance which it rays around all sense 
of shade and gradation is lost. This is 
the explanation of that luminoosness, 
clearness of his color, which has been 
so much and BO greatly admired, it is 
also the explanation of that lack of pro- 
portion and relation and that total ab- 
sence of perspective which have been 
equally complained of in his "composi- 
tion*." Critics may say what they 
please of Macaulay's style, but it will 


"mired and imitated by readers and 
ra as long as the English language 


lasts. That he had some mannerisms 
is undoubtedly true, but they w^ere the 
mannerisms of a man of genius who 
thought rapidly and clearly, _ whose 
great learning and rich imagination 
invested everything with peculiar Inter- 
est, and of whom it might literally be 
said as was written of Goldsmith, "he 
touched no subject that he did not 
adorn."

Death of Beijsml* Bxbcock. 


In our issue of yesterday appeared par- 


tinl particulars of the terrible boiler ex- 
plo3ion in Barton & Hancock's distillery, 
south ol Peoria, on Wednesday night.— 
Below we give further particulars of the 
r.ffiii from the Peoria Journal of the 19th, 
coupled with the sad announcement of 
the d<"Ub of Mr. Benjamin Babuock, wlio 
is a biother of Mrs M. K. Hatch, of tliii 
city, who is now at Peoria: 


There were four boilers 28x36 feet in 


the engine room. 
One of them was 


straightened out. The engine room was 
blown to atoms 
There were seven men 


in and about, the engine room at the time. 
Mr. Babcock and engineer Burns were <m 
top of the boilers, Louis Langenburg, Oa 
car Mills an J a stranger were standing m 
front of the boiler doois, and John Sills 
and John Richardson were near Ihe en- 
gine room door. Babcoctt and Burns 
were blown through the wrack and under 
a stone pile. Poor Ben waa the first to be 
taken out 
He was almost buried under 


a pile of stones, his arm broken and blood 
gushing from his nose, cars and mouth.— 
As soon as he was liberated he said to 
those around him, "Something has gone 
wrong here I guess. What in thunder is 
it!" 'Though badly burned about the 
stomach and chest, when his wife came 
over from their house near by, he took 
her arm and walked home. * * * •• 


Babcock died at ten o'clock this (Thurs- 


day) morning, as easily as a child sinks to 
sleep. Though suffering intense agony, 
he maintained Hint calm imperlurbablc 
8clf-po39<siion that was such a strong 
characteristic through ail his life. He 
asked for a drink of water, and on taking 
it remarked, "Well, you can't depend on 
the Kickapoo for water. She will run 
dry." He then fell back upon the pillow 
and an unnatural pallor gathered on his 
face, and before his attendants knew it 
he was dead—passing away without a 
groan or struggle. When they came to 
examine him there was a place six inches 
long across the pit of his stomach that 
was burned white, and his hands wero 
so badly burned that the flesh gave way 
on the slightest pressure.

The argument in ihe^eaw ui ue people 


vs Jacob Shimnoiki, charged with robbing 
Coroner John Dinaeen near this city on 
tho night of Jan. 28, TO, was concluded 
late yesterday afternoon, when the wort 
instructed the jury as to the law in the 
case. 
The speeches by States Attorney 


Buckingham for the people and Judge 
Thornton for the defendant were very 
strong, and attracted a large number of 
spectators who had watched the progress 
of the trial from its commencement. We 
understand the jury nude up their ver- 
dict inside of one hoar and fifteen min- 
utes after entering the jury room, but did 
not hand in the verdict until Jndge 
Smith's return to the court room at 8 
o'clock. 
The jury then filed into the 


room, and in the presence of the prisoner 
and opposing counsel, the court read jthe 
verdict as follows: 


"We the jury find the defendant guilty, 


as charged in the indictment, and fix hio 
term of service in the penitentiary at 8 
years." 


Following the reading of the verdict 


the defendant's counsel, I. D. Walker, 
Esq., polled the jury, with the hope that 
one or more of the twelve men would re- 
ply that the decision given was not their 
true verdict. However all responded in 
the affirmative, and the court discharged 
the jury, and the angry prisoner was 
taken to the county jail by Sheriff Forst- 
myer, who had previously taken the pre- 
caution to place the darbies on the Pole. 
On the way to the jail Shimnosfci express- 
ed himself very bitterly toward the jury, 
and said they and the sheriff ought to go 
to the penitentiary. At first he was un- 
der the impression that the verdict read 
"18 years," and did not know the differ- 
ence until Sheriff Foratmyer informed 
him of his mistake on going up the jail 
steps. As stated in our issue of yester- 
day the defense attempted to prove that 
the prisoner came in possession of the 
Dinneen watch in a proper manner; but 
in his testimony and by the testimony of 
his friends, he failed to establish this 
fact to the satisfaction of the jury. He 
could tell that he bought the watch of a 
man in Danville whom he thought looked 
like Kilpatrick, but he couldn't swear 
that he was the man. The circumstan- 
tial evidence against the prisoner was 
very strong, and the verdict is generally 
considered a just flne.
